Bt. L0UI8, July 20.— Few of the dele- 
k»tM to the Ft^olUt oouTMition have 
•trived, but among the leaden who 

have rcafhod tho city a very Mtter war 
has already dcveloix'd. They §eem to 
be aligiiiiij,' tlictusclvt's for a throe-cor- 
nered fight, first, thoso who favor a 
straight endortemont of tho nomination 
of Biyan and SetfaU which will bring 
to the Chicago ticket the rapport of the 
Populists; second, those wlio desire a 
fusion eleotoriil ticket, whii-h will niiiiii- 
tain the Populist j/^irfy orf^iuiization in- 
tact and place tho leaders in a position 
to demand recognition in the event the 
tioket u raooenf al, and thizd, what are 
known as the "middle-of*the*n)ad" 
Populists, who favor an independent 
platform and ticket and who oppose 
fusion in any form. The latter, if pres- 
ent indications count for anything, will 

1 eventually be overruled. 

" The "Middle-of-the-road" men, how- 
everimill prove strong and valuable al- 
Uee of %e leaders of tho second class, 
who leemtitermined to preserve their 
party organiH|ion at all hazardi, bat 
who profess d^amest desire to com- 
bine all the tilTl^trength if a way can 
be found to jdye ■■^recognition. The 
real light, it la beli^|Lwul come be- 
tween thia faction ^BShpee who are in 
f aTor of pnttltw bobinVHteB for the 
preaent ul tvim of party forwe take of 
the canie of lilTer to which fMj are 
pledged. 

Ohairman Tanbeneck, the chairman 
of thia middle wing, gave oat a state- 
ment Satorday night oatlining the pUu 
of fusion electors as the only ooudltion 
on which he is willing to Join hands 
with the free sUrer oemooraoy. Bat 
even with fa|Aoo electors he wants a set 
of Fopvi^ Juninees, the jjtirpose being 
if his plan is carried oat to etoot Bryan 
president and a Popalist vioe president. 
Toubeneck's interview met with a stem 
of protests from the faction which ad- 
Tocates a straight endorsement of Bryan 
and Sewall as the only chance of solidi- 
fying the sUver foiooa and gaining Tlo* 
lory. 

Mr. Patterson of Colorado, who heads 
the regular Colorado delemtion, came 
out in an interview last night in which 
he denounced Taabeneck's plan as not 

oulv impracticable bat impossible. He 
declared that insistence apon sach a 
plan would bo savor of a deal and 
jeopardize the cause of silver to which 
all professe<l to be and should be de- 
voted. While he counselled the main- 
teiiuiicc of tile i'opulist organization in 
the fvi&are, he went so far as to intimate 
yi.iwiose who now ^^ou^rllt to place it 
* above the cause of silver were lookini? 
to their personal advaiicenieiit and such 
loav(>s and fishes as might cumu to them 
with the adTont of a silver administra- 
tion. 

Among those Poptdists who havi' ar- 
rived from the soutli tliere is niin h op- 
position to the plan of (.'iidtirsiiiK Bryan 
and Sewiill without cuiiditions. Sena- 
tor Butler of Nortli C'arolinu, who heart- 
ily favors harmonizing; all the silver ele- 
uif ats as thi> only way to win, jxjints 
ou*. the (itron^; enmity between the Pop- 
ulists and Democrats in the .south and 
exjiresses the oi)inion that unless the 
Populist organization is recognized in 
the fight, through fusion ('lectors, it 
will be impossible to securi' tlie Rujiport 
of the rank and tile of the Popuhsts of 
the south for the Chi' Mgo ticket. 

George F. Wasliburii of Boston, 
chaii'inan of the eastern wing of the 
Populists, has returned from a visit to 
Mr. Bryan at Lincoln whore lu> wont 
presumably to C(jnfer with the candi- 
date concerning liLs endorsement of the 
Populists. He was out-sjjoken in Ins 
expression that the C'hicago ticket 
should be endorsed and the people be 
given an opnortunity to ezpNSa a clear 
verdict on the issue. 

All the indications are that the con- 
vention will be a very lively affair with 
the certainty of much bitter wrangling, 
the probability of some sousational inci- 
dents and a bolt of larger or smaller 
dUnensions no matter what the ultimate 
decision of the convention is. The 
leaders of the American silver pArty 
who are here appear to be all of one 
miud— that Bryan and Sewall should be 
endorsed. Victory for allTir is their 
slogan and they oppose anything which 
will tend to cloud tho issae or divide 
the silver strength. They expect by 
tlieii- action to exercise a strong in- 
fluence ov^ the othw oonyentiou, es- 
pecially aa there seems to be a disposi- 
tion to aizange joint compromises of 
the silTsr and Populist le aders. 

PAVOR THB eHIOAOO NOMINEES. 

Vepallst Wasbtan ef Bestea B«tiiriis 
VMm a TMI to Uaaola. 

St. LoiLS, July ','0.— Mr. George E. 
Washburn of Boston, chairman of the 
etMitern division of the Populist party, 
returned to tho city last night from 
Lincoln, where he went to pay a visit to 
Mr. Bryan. Mr. Washbam declined to 
rereal the purpose of his call upon the 
Democratic candidate or to enter into 
the detail* of bis interview with that 
gentleman. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that the object of the visit was to, 
if possible, reach an understanding with 



accept film as Us presidential candid 
date. 

Mr. Washburn returned with a very 
excellent impression of the Democratic 
nominee and very anxious that his party 
should seo its way ch-ar to endorse Mr. 
Bryan. Discussing the general situa- 
tion Mr. Washburn said: 

"This is the first opportunity tho 
American people havo had to render 
their verdict upon tho relative merits of 
the single gold standard and bimetal- 
lism at the ratio of 10 to 1. We have 
long urged this contest on the money 
(Juestiou. The two forces aro preparing 
for the greatest conflict since the war. 
The advocates of the single gold stand- 
ard are united on one side, and it will 
be a crime for the silver forces to divide 
on tho other. Tho success of the prin- 
ciples we espouse is of far greater im- 
portance than party advantage or indi- 
vidual advancement. We most meet 
the issue; it is a patriotic dnty. We 
must rise above partisanship to a higher 
plane for oar conntrj's good. Irora 
year we have advocated a onion of the 
eilver forces. I still adhere to that plan. 
To unite means chooess; to divide it in- 
vites defeat. 

"Mr. Bryan endorsed the* PopoUsts in 
Nebraska. It is our plain duty to 
stand by him now. It is far better for 
us to vrln two or three of our principles 
thdn to suffer constant defeat on them 
all. Mr. Bryan represents the highest 
type of American citizenship. He is a 
man of the people— able, honest, sin- 
cere and true and believes thorouehly in 
tlio leading principles we advocate. 
The Chicago platform, whilo it does not 
go so far as we should like, is a long 
stride in our direction and is so radical 
tt departure that tho Demot^ratic gold 
bugs openly call it a Populist platform 
an(l Mr. Bryan a Populist candidate. 
Now if this bo true, why should we 
join these gold bugs in refusing to sup- 
port caTididatos and platforms of our 
way ? 

"The people will indorse Mr. Bryan 
whether we do or not, and with a fair 
chance we will swie]) the country. 
To nominate a separate ticket invites 
disasti'r. We will lose a million silver 
Ueimlilicans who are sure to sujiport 
Mr. Bryan. This, together with other 
losses tlirjughout tho countrj", would 
result in reducing tlie party viite so 
greatly as to coiniiletelj- discourage our 
party following. If we merge our vote* 
we fail to reveal any such lo.ss and our 
people would be in ligliting trim for th(t 
next campaign. To divide the electoral 
vote and combine it on the candidatd 
carrying the largest number of votes is 
out of the (juestion. N(» authority ex- 
ists in the Democratic party to make 
sucli an arrangement were they so in- 
clined, and it would bu repudiated by 
an Indignant people. ' ' 

Katiitii. For liryiin. 
i-T. Loui.s, July 20. — Ex-Governor 
Llewelling of Kansas is one of the en- 
ergetic Bryan men to be seen at the 
lindell. When asked as to the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bryan, he said: "I can 
speak for Kansas. That state is most 
heartily in favor of the endorsement of 
Bryan. We believe that the shortest cat 
to silver is the best. Our party stands 
for more than free silver and we can 
obtain it with Bryan. The Chicago 
platform contains a great deal that we 
want. It is a pretty good Populist 
platform. Bryan is a pretty good Pop- 
ulist. The party is regenerated. It is 
getting back to the principles of Jeffer- 
son ;tnat is wh at the country needs." 

Coxey Wm m Proportlonoto BlMtoitkl Vote. 

St. Louis, July 20.— General Jacob S. 

Coxey, who is a <lelegate at largo from 
Oliio. is not in favor of endorsing or 
even taking the course pursutnl by a 
great many of the Populist leaders and 
"nominating" instead of "emlorsiiig" 
Bryan. He thinks a straight ticket 
should be nominated, but is pushing a 
l)lan to have electors seh'cted pro rata 
according to the votes cast by tlie par- 
tuH whose national conventions have 
declared for silver. That would give 
t^e Democrats, the Populists and the 
Prohibitionists each representation in 
several states. He wonts these electors 
pot on one ticket. 

Favor* Fuitlon. 
Om.^ua, July 20.— The governor's 
private secretary. Benton Marel, and 
State Oil Inspector K. H. Edminstou, 
left Lincoln today for St. Loois. They 
will meet with the Bimetallic League 
of that city and do what they con to- 
ward completing the scheme for fusion 
between the Bryan Democrats and the 
Populists. Prominent Populists are 
now sporting the official badge, which 
bears a picture of Bryan and the words 
"We are for Bryan;" "No crown of 
thorns; no ckiss of gold."

Agricultural Bureau Report 
Unfavorable For Fruit

poor condition of fruit crops thronghout 

the country is announced in the ngri 
cultural department. Apples declined 
from 71 to <i)..") during June. 

Prospects for excellent crops still con- 
tinue in Now England, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and Iowa. 
Conditions are also very fair in Nebraska 

and hcveral of the mountain staten. In 
other parts of the country the condition 
of the crop is far below the average, be- 
ing lowest in the Atlantic coast states, 
where percentages are generally below 
50. In th" Ohio valley and certain other 
western states referred to tho figures are 
somewhat higher, but no where a\>o\v 
67, which is the percentage retomed for 
Illinois and Missouri. 

The peach crop promises to be of me- 
dium proportions. During tho past 
month a fall of 12.9 points has taken 
place, leaving the general average .51. h 
tiood crops are expected in Delaware, 
Maryland, Ohio, Michigan, Dlinois, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Mis.souri and Kansas. 
Tho crop has suffered considerably in 
California as is shown by a condition of 
75, which is lower than any July condi- 
tion in that state since WM. In New 
Jersey the fruit is falling badly. The 
Oonneoticnt and New York orchards 
promise very little fruit and in Penn- 
sylvania the condition is no better than 
iu oontignons New Jersey, standing 
at 63. 

In the Eoropean oonntriei throogboat 
last mouth the conditions were mghly 
favorable to growing grain. Asom- 

mary follows: 

United Kingdom— All crops were 
greatly improved by the rains at the 
end of the niontn, and nearly all dis- 
tricts indicate an average crop. Hay- 
making has been genenu and the short- 
age, on account of the long drooth, is 
not as great as was anticipated. 

France— It is expected that the wheat 
crop will considerably exceed that of 
last year. It is not yet safe to say that 
there will be a surplus, but it is confi- 
dently predicted that the wheat cmp 
will be sufficient for home requu"- 
mcnts. All other cereals are looking 
most promising. 

Uermany— The month has been gen- 
erally favorable to the standing grain. 
Late telegraphic advices are not 
couched in ({uite such sanguine words 
as those from France and Austria, 
but fair average crojis are predicted. 

Holland and Belgium — Crops nourish- 
ing; a good average expected and an 
early harvest. 

Spain — Favorable weather has ma 
terially impioved tln' outlook for wlie.it 
and an average crop is e.\p"cted. 

Austria-Hungary — .Vn unusual favor- 
able June encourages belief in a lar^e 
return of cereals — wheat and lyi' es- 
pecially. The wheat is Ktaiuling thick 
on the Hungarian plains, and the har- 
vest is expected to !»• early. 

Italy — An average cop of ceie.ils i-; 
expected. 

Bulgaria and Uouinania— Juno weath- 
er has brou;;ht wheat along woudcrfol- 
ly. Maize is also looking well. 

Russia — Reports indicate a good avtr- 
age wlu at cnip, l ouditions being favor- 
able excejit winter whsot in Kherson 
and Bessarabia. 

QUIT WORK. 

Wkm TiMj Fowid Tlicj Took ItrlkoHf 
Placea— Clftlm Thejr Were Misled. 

SHELBintN, Ind., July 20.— A mass- 
meeting of miners was held at Star City 
Saturday. The following mines wi re 
reprebcnted: Jackson Hill, Alum 
Cave, Farnsworth, Dagger, Hymera, 
liinton and Shelbum, for the purpose of 
inducing 45 miners to quit work. They 
were brought from Taylorsville, Ills., 
by tlu* Harder «& Hafer company to 
take the places of the men who refused 
to resume work under the present con- 
diuions. A conference among the Tay- 
lorsville miners and the seven other 
mines was held, iu which President 
Knight of the mine workers explained 
the situation to the Taylorsville miners. 
State President Knight explained to 
them that about 300 men iu nis district 
were working, but not with hisconse/it, 
while !)0() were idle contending for liv- 
iiig wages. 

The Taylorsville men said they had 
been misled by the company, and had 
been informed that there was no trouble 
and the miners were all at work at Star 
City, and produced letters to verify their 
statements. Tho men readily agreed 
to pack their tools and leave. A com- 
mittee was sent to Manager Harder to 
demand their expenses bock home, but 
he told them they could apply to Presi- 
dent Kuighc. A state convention will 
be called to meet at Torre Haute uext 
Thnndaj. . AU miaen in the state will 
be Invited to attend.

Prominent Knilrond Men Have n Fatal

OTHERS INJURED WILL RECOVER 

The I nfortunate .Men Wrre EDgagetl ia 
Bemovtnv Horses nnd Cars Vrom the 

lliiriiiiiK Plant WIhmi Siirrioiiiilrfl liy tlie 
Fire — Loitu t<i tlie Kail road Cuuipany 
Bnlf • Million, Moatly Iniured. 

Chicaoo, July 20.— Three men lost 
their lives in the flro which destroyed 

the car barns of the Chicago City Hail- 
way company, at Cottage {Irove avenue 
and Tliii ty-ninth street, .S;i urday night. 
The bodies were discovered in the ruins 
after dayliglit Sunday morning, and on- 
til a short time before the discovery 
was made, it was not suspected that any 
human beings had perished. The names 

of the rlead are: 

I'atriek .f. Martin, conductor, 
William L. Elwell, driver. 
Frank Crosby. 

It was not until 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning that the ruins of the big car 
barn hod cooled sufficiently to permit 
the firemen to make an investigation. 
Shortly before tliat time employes of 
the street railway company informed 
the fire deportment that some of their 
number were missing. A search was at 
once instituted and in an hoar's time 
the bodies of Martin, Elwell and Crosby 
were found. All were so badly burned 
that it was with the utmost difficulty 
that they were finally identified. With 
the other employes of the company they 
had been engaged early in the night iu 
removing horses and cars from tho bum* 
ing plant, and had iu some unaccount* 
able manner been cut off by the flames. 

The si<arch for the bodies was kept 
np during tho greater portion of the 
day, but as no more were found and no 
one else had been reported mining, it 
was abandoned. None of those who re- 
ceived injuries at tlie fire is expected to 
die.
